Sofia, Bulgaria. July 20.--An anar- 
chistic- plot to assassinate King Fenr1- 
nand has been disclosed in the court- 
martial trial of seven persons accused 
of complicity in the bomb outrage at 
the Sofia Casino on February 13. The 
accused described themselves "Satan- 
ists," this being the title of the an- 
archistic group to which they belong' 
and which, under the leadership of a i 
mari named Anastoff,. was afflicerned 
in ''a conspiracy to assassinate the 
king two years ago. 


The February bomb outrage occurr- 
ed in the midst of an official ball, and 
resulted in the death of four promin- 
ent young people and the in.iury of 
-many others. 
Those killed Included 
the son of the minister of war, and 
a daughter of a former war minister, 
What the details were- of the plot 
against the king have not been made 
public.

Hoecake—Take two cups of corn- 
meal and pour over It enough boiling 
water to wet It all and swell the grain 
Then mix to the consistency of a thin 
batter with more hot water, adding 
salt to taste.

Saving of Expense la Noticeable 
by 


Many Who Gave Matter Little 


Attention Last Year. 


It was a jnatCT o£ sorao surpriHB to 
those who mipervised the corn contest 
last year to find that some boys who 
had high yields had done so little cul- 
tivating. 


But according to the results of ex- 
periments at some of 
tho 
different 
state experiment stations the cultiva- 
tion of corn in no longer considord so 
important as it was 
formerly. To 
some this may aoora rank heresy hut 
surely it Is n matter worth 
serious 
attention. 
If corn can ho raised with 
less cultivation it can be done at less

same thing, less work.

"The jitney bill submitted by the 
senate committee on corporations i« 
being opposed by 
misrepresentation 
as to its features and the character 
of regulation, 
which 
it prescribes. 
This bill passed the senate by a vote 
of 25 to 4," said R. B. Stearns, vice 
president of the Milwaukee Electric 
Railway and bight company. 
"It gives little protection to street 


railways," continued Mr. Steam. "In 
New York, Colorado and Illinois jit- 
neys are made public utilities by law 
and are under the jurisdiction of a 
public utilities commission. In Wis- 
consin, however, 
no regulation ha.s 
been extended to the jitney. 
"The suggestion made by the street 
railways that the jitneys be put on an 
equal footing with the. railways or 
that the railways be put on an equal 
footing with the jitneys was prompt- 
ly turned down. The bill which wa» 
passed by Hi esenate provides for the 
mildest sort of regulation. The feat- 
ure requiring a bond or insurance for 
the protection of injured persons IB 
substantially identical both as to the 
amount and terms of the bond or in- 
surance with the bill proposed by the 
jitney operators. ' 


No Real Regulation. 
"There is no real regulation pre- 
scribed by the committee bill which 
passed the senate. 
It provides that 
the jitney 
operator 
shall 
make a 
statement 
of the service 
which he 
proposes to perform. In such state- 
ment he may make everv reasonable 
reservation. 
He. may 
stipulate the 
right to discontinue service. He may 
stipulate the right of reasonable dive."- 
sion from his route. 
He may stipu- 
late the right to please his own fancy 
and the commission must accept the 
application unless the privileges asked 
for are 
clearly 
unreasonable. 
The 
only power to reject an application 
which is given the commission Is lim- 
ited to instances 
where 
the service 


proposed by the jitney operators '•» 
not "reasonably adapted to the accom- 
modation o£ the public." 
"Without the extremely mild pc-wer 
given to the railroad commission in 
the first instance to match up dove- 
tail and correlate the sen-ice offered 
by the 
different operators and sys- 
tematize jitney operation so that the 
jitney operators and the people who 
desire to ride in jitneys may be effi- 
ciently brought in touch with each 
other on a dependable plan, it would 
be possible for all jitneys to run on 
the same street and thereby choke out 
all other traffic. 


Company Gains Little. 


.1 §tre2l railway companies gain lit- 
tle by the bill. It contains a slight ad- 
vantage 
and serious 
disadvantages

pendable and ia made a known rather 
than an unknown
